Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative explained the deficiencies in both Munroe 
and Colbum. Applicant's representative also further explained the independent claims, namely, the combination of 
trust value of process, trust value of object, and object type in order to create an access rule table. The access rule 
table is then referred to, to determine whether to allow the requesting process access. It appears that the rejection has 
been overcome for the applied references (Munroe and Colbum). Certain dependent claims appear to require further 
revision/cancellation in order to conform with the independent claims. Upon filing a formal response (in the form of an 
RCE), further searching and consideration will be given. 
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
